only one method of securing so- 
cial security pensions. Mr. Maynard 
further had said that part one 
standing alone left it within the 
power of the lieutenant-governor

| provisions in some other “unde 
fined and unascertained form.” 
“In their lordships opinion,” the 
judgment added, “this is not the 
jscheme of the act nor do words ir 
section 14 (part one) empower the 


lieutenant-governor in counci) to 
make new machinery which will 
take the place of part two. 


“THE WHOLE THING hangs to 
gether and if part two goes there 
is nothing left to be added to the 
statute law of Alberta which would 
have any effective operation.” 

For this reason, Lord Simon 
added, “their lordships do not find 
it possible to agree with the sup- 


reme court of Alberta that when 
part two has gone there yei is 
some part of the act which sur- 
vives.” 


Ina lengthy summary of the argu 
ments presented by Mr. Maynard, 
Lord Simon said the Alberta at- 
torney-general had contended that 
part two was not legislation re- 
lating to banking but was “in pith 
and substance legislation relating 
to property and civil rights in the 
province.” 

Lord Simon said their lordships 
could not agree inasmuch as part 
two sought to establish legislation 
|which would restrict the chartered 
banks from carrying out a legiti 
mate part of their operations 

LORD SIMON SAID the business 
of banking had developed and ex- 
panded greatly since confederation 
although it was by no means cleat 
that even before 1867 banks in 
Canada were not practicing “to a 
more limited extent” the kind of 
operation which the Alberta act 
sought to “prevent or restrict.’ 

Canadian lawyers were not pres- 


ent at today’s judgment but Lon- 
don barristers representing them 
sat silently in the lofty, oak-pan-

There is an amazing news story out of 

Tokyo to the effect that all is sweetness and 
‘ light in Japan. 

This story says that United States oc- 
cupation troops have acquired a deep ad- 
miration for the Japanese people, that Gen- 
eral MacArthur has warm words of praise 
for the Japanese emperor, that officers of 
the occupation force swear that Japanese 
mayors and governors and officials are the 
“soul of integrity,” that Japanese labor can- 
not be persuaded to stop work, that the or- 
dinary Japanese is more than sold on dem- 
ocracy. : 

The story tells, too, how Japanese of all 
classes listen eagerly when Americans speak 
of the United States and literally sit spell- 
bound at their feet to learn of the American 
way of life. 

Somehow, one swallows all this with a 
very large chunk of rock salt and begins to 
wonder whether despatches from Japan are 
being written by competent reporters or by 
the shades of Gilbert and Sullivan. 

One recalls, not without bitterness, some 
of the pretences and hypocrisies of Japan 
in the past, for instance, as when little 
Kurusu was soft-soaping the United States 
government at the very moment his fellow 
assassins were bombing Pear] Harbor 


Ever since Japan was forcibly opened 
up to contact with the western world in 
1853, her people have played a double game, 
slavishly aping western customs on the one 
hand and deceitfully plotting against western 
peace on the other 


It is natural, then, that to those who 
know the Japanese, this tale of heavenly 
concord does not ring true. It is not like 


the Japanese. It is conceivable that they 
might have been thus changed over-night 
by a divine miracle. But they certainly 
have not been changed over-night by the 
ministrations of western propagandists. 

One would say, off-hand, that those 
who are so impressed with Japanese sub- 
mission and cordiality are getting a little 
too chose to the picture, that a complete 
change of occupation officials all around 
might not do any harm 


Sprinkling or Oiling? 

City officials have replied to complaints 
about the dust nuisance throughout Edmon- 
ton in the dry period by saying that it is im- 
possible to maintain enough sprinklers to wet 
down all the streets. 

That would appear to be obvious. More- 
over, on a hot day, a casual sprinkling lays 
the dust for no more than ten or fifteen 
minutes. As a matter of fact, sprinkling 
was never intended as a cure for dust, but 
merely as a street-washing process, to flush 
loose dirt into street drains 

For this reason, any reply to complaints 
about the dust nuisance which refers to 
street sprinkling is quite irrelevant. 

What would be relevant is an explanat- 
jon as to why the road-oiling program is 
proceeding so slowly and why it does not 
include every street in the city instead of 
only major highways. 

The only permanent remedy for dust is 
wholesale paving of all streets and lanes. 
Until this can be accomplished, the least 
that can be done is to oil all roads and lanes 
in a much more expeditious and extensive 
manner than is being done at present 


To Change the Name 


Prime Minister Attlee of Britain has 
said in the British Commons that a confer- 
ence of Commonwealth may be 
called to consider a change in the language 
of the Statute of Westminster

object to the term “Dominion” as applied 
to themselves. The for instance, is 
a# contentious one throughout Canada and 
it is understood, Australians, Nev, Zealand-

Crown is the single imperial link between all 
sovereign units of the Empire. Except in 
some few purely technical instances, the 
British parliament has absolutely nothing

per and most desirable place. 


Presidential Succession 

The presidential succession bill, passed 
by the United States congress, has been ap- 
proved by President Truman and thus ap- 
| pears to end what has lately seemed an un- 


| satisfactory state of affairs in the United 


States constitution. 

Before the passing of this bill, the sec- 
retary of state was next in line for success- 
ion to the presidency should the president 
and the vice-president both die. After him 
the succession passed down through the cab- 


| inet in order of seniority. 


As was pointed out by President Tru- 
man shortly after he assumed office, this 
order of succession had its disadvantages 
in that qualities which fitted a man for the 
secretaryship of state would not necessarily 
fit him for the presidency. Moreover, all 
cabinet posts were appointive rather than el- 
ective offices and it could easily happen, es- 
pecially under present circumstances, that a 


man could succeed to the presidency who had | 


no popular mandate at all. 

The new bill provides that the next in 
line for the presidency, after the president 
and vice-president, shall be the speaker of 
the House of Representatives and, after him, 
the speaker of the Senate. Then follows 
the cabinet in order of seniority. 

The new law assures that, to within four 
places of succession, the president of the 
United States will be an elected official and 
that this official] should represent the major- 
ity opinion of the country.

London: Except for the more or 
less formal third reading, the 
Crown Proceedings Bill is now 
through both houses of parliament 
When it becomes law, a new chapter 
will have been opened in Britain's 
legal and constitutional history. 
| The bill brings the state as rep- 
resented in the Crown within the 
reach’ of the ordinary citizen 
through the ordinary processess of 
law in ordinary courts. “Taking 
the general law as it exists,” said 
Sir Hartley Shaweross, “we place 
the Crown in the same positions as 
‘a private citizen or a public corpor- 
ation.” 


THIS MEANS that any citizen 
in Britain will be able to take ac- 
tion against the Crown as though 
the latter were no more than his 
fellow citizen. At last the immunity 
which protected the government 
departments is done away with. In 
a Britain where government is in- 
truding into every facet of living, 
the Crown Proceedings Bill has a 
| particular importance 

But the present act is not, in 
| any sense, a party one. It was wel- 
|comed by the Conservatives as go- 


ing far to remedy a situation which | 
“had always been irksome and re-| 


cently quite intolerate.” 

There are two particular instan- 
ces where the bill wijl not apply 
One clause contains special exemp- 
tions in the case of claims between 
members of the armed forces in 
respect of personal injuries sus- 
tained while the parties were on 
duty in the forees or on service 
premises 

There are fairly obvious reasons 
for this.

_ A Split Europe

The abrupt withdrawal by Mr. 
|Molotoy from Paris, with conse- 
quent cancellation of eastern 


European participation in the Mar- 
shall plan, seems to me the worst 
of several blunders. that have 
marred Soviet policy since the war. 

It is quite true that Mr. Marshall 
laid down one complicating con- 
dition for American aid.. That was 
in his first July 
speech to the 
Women's Na- 
tional Press Club 
where he clearly 
stipulated an end 
to Soviet press 
criticism of US 
policies 

It is equally 
true that nobody 
but a moron ’ 
would expect the PHILPOTT 
present Republican Congress to 
vote a single cent to the Russian 
zone unless such a grant were at- 
tended by conditions which the 
present Russian government could 
hardly accept. 

As the London Economist put it, 
President Truman got his $400 mil- 
lion vote for intervention in Greece 
and Turkey by coming pretty close 
to declaring war on Russia. The 
temper of Congress has not chang- 
ed. Hence there was not a snow- 
ball’s chance of getting Congress 
to vote money for Eastern Europe 
unless and until American influence 
replace Soviet dominance in that 
zone.

THIS WAS agreed upon Wednes- 
night by veterans concerned, dur- 
ing a special three-hour meeting 
with Gordon Murchison, director 
of VLA, Ottawa, in the Williamson 
Building 

The meeting was called to discuss 
problems hindering the completion 
of houses on the Grierson estate. 

Approximately 100 veterans 
their wives and friends attended 
together with VLA officials and ex- 
ecutive members of the Montgom- 
ery Branch of the Canadian Legion. 
Percy Gwynne, president of the 
branch was chairman 

Describing the agreement to pay 
the additional $300, Mr. Murchison 
said it would create a corner stone 
for other negotiations, which will 
lead to the completion of the hous- 
es 

Addressing the gathering, Mr 
Gwynne said “this agreement of 
veterans to meet the extra amount 
|of $300 puts squarely up to the 
| VLA, the problem of completing 
|these houses.” Mr. Murchison 
|stressed that “this amount will be 
}the final write-off.” 
| The next step in clarifying the 
situation will be for the department 
|to meet with the contractor, and 
|discuss the problems between 
| themselves. 

The dispute came to light when 
|a city builder contracted to erect 
|23 houses on the Grierson estate 
| project at too low a cost. The con- 
| tractor agreed with VLA to under- 
|take the project for $116,000, with 


make materials readily available 
|for quick erection 

However, because the material 
was not supplied readily and labor 
|costs increased, the contractor was 
unable to meet costs on the pro- 
ject, and consequently his employ- 
ed sub-contractors would not con- 
tinue working on the homes 

T. Roy Simpson, 12321 81 street,

lined a few of the reasons for the 
| attitude taken by the veterans. “In 
view of the fact that the contractor 
was hired by the VLA, and that 
|contract was with the department, 
and not the veteran, it is no fault 
|or responsibility of the veteran,” 
|he said. To date the veteran was 
| living up to the original agreement, 
jhe added, 

Commenting on the agreement 
by the vets Mr. Murchison stated 
that “I don't think anyone will ever

“It is war between the people of Alberta and the 
rats,” J. H. Brown, provincial entomologist said Thursday 
in commenting on reports that rats had reached Lancer, 


Saskatchewan, about 
border of the province. 


the boundaries of the province in 
about 10 years, Mr. Brown esti- 
mated, basing his forecast on the 
rate of progress made by the ad- 
vancing rodents since 1900 

In reference to the small group 
of rats which entered the province 
in a feed car destined for the mid- 


way show at the Calgary Stampede, | 


Mr. Brown said they “would only 
constitute a menace if allowed to 
multiply unhindered.’ 

He is still confident that Alberta 
is the only rat free area on the 
|North American continent, and 
said that the chief weapon to turn 
back the invasion when it comes 
will be an aroused public conscious- 
ness of the gravity of the attack 

His studies of rat migration have 
convinced him that the animals fol- 
low man’s settlement of areas and 
that the menance does not become 
serious until areas have become 
well-established. Advances are 
made at a rate of seven or eight 
miles each year, he said 

A glance at maps in 
vinejal entomolegist’s office con- 
firms this theory. It shows the pres- 
ence of rats at such points as 
North Battleford in the north and 
Swift Current in the south and
